CHICAGO, Oct. 29.—Ernest ©. Leh- 
mann, son of the late E. J. Lehmann, 
from whom he inherited an estate of 
$600,000, continued on the witness 
stand in the Probate Court today the 
story of the gilded jags by which he 
broke all records in Chicago.

Beautiful Kitkwiodd ‘Home 
and Contents Burned at 
Night, Loss Is:$25,o000. 











The beautiful home of August C. 
Erker, member of a well-known firm of 
opticians, of Kirkwood, 
was totally destroyed by fire last night. 
Only four pieces of the costly furniture 
with which the residence was filled were 
saved, and a few articles of clothing. 
The loss was estimated at $25.000. 

Erker is in New Mexico, and his wife, 


her grown daughter, and the hired man 
saved the furniture. The fire started in 
the basement from a defective flue. At 
midnight 20 tons of coal in the cellar 
were still burning. : 

Mrs. Erker, after escaping from the 
house, became “ysterical and was treat- 
ed at the home vf a neighbér, Roy Brit- 
ton, general manager of the Cotton Belt 
Railroad. 

The Kirkwood Fire Department did 
not attempt to fight the fire, as -the 
house is outside the city limits, between 
Furlong and Oakland. The firemen said 
it would have béen. useless to make the 
run, as there is no water es within 
a mile of the “house. 

Neighbors gathered from. all sides and 
formed a bucket brigade. But their 
only source of water was a pond on 
the Erker estate of five acres, 400 yards 
from the house. The timber was dry as, 
tinder and burned so rapidly that be- 
fore the brigade got into action the 
building was doomed. 

It was a three-story frame structure 
0” 14 rooms, and was considered one of 
the’ most elaborate residences in the 


district.

ROOT NEW STATE BOSS

NEW YORK, Oct. 2.—The New York 
World will print tomorrow a letter from 
William Randolph Hearst, under date 
of Oct. 2, In part as follows: 

“An editorial in your paper Wednesday 
refers to me as a supporter of, or 
rather @ co-operator with, Mr. Roose- 
velt. — 

“This is not in strict accordance with 

the facts. During my sojourn abroad 
this summer, your corvespondent fre- 
quently interviewed me and often asked 
my opinion of Mr. Roosevelt’s actions, 
utterances and intentions. 
“You must know perfectly well from 
the opinions I expressed in these in- 
terviews, which were published in your 
columna, that I am not in any sense a 
supporter of Mr. Roosevelt. 

“I know him to be astonishingly in- 
consistent, and I cannot reconcile so 
great inconsistency with sincerity or 
with high purpose. 

“I know him to be ambitious, vain 
and selfish, reckless and erratic, and 
1 do not consider these qualities com- 
patible with a sound policy or a safe 
conduct in public affairs. 

‘Explains the Alliance. 

“The air ws now full of denunciation 
of Mr. Roosevelt, some of it wholly de- 
served and some of it entirely unjust. 
I am not a co-operator with Mr. Roose- 
velt, yet ‘I'am not so prejudiced or so 
partisan that I Would not co-operate 
with Mr. Roosevelt or any other man, 
should he pe, or at any time become, 
sincerely engaged in some worthy and 
commendaole undertaking. 

“When, for instance, Mr. Roosevelt, 
declared that it was his intention to 
drive’ the corrupt bosses out of the Re- 
publican party in New York State, I 
expressed a willingness to aid him in 
that particular praiseworthy purpose. 

‘Having nyself been engaged in the 
attempt to drive corrupt bosses out of 
the Democratic party, and out of the 
Republican party, I could not conscien- 
tiously or consistently refuse aid to 
anyone whom I believed to be earnestly 
engaged in a similar act.

A score or more young women of 
Baden are lying awake nights plan- 
ning how they may get hold of the 
“Book of the Billikens.” That there 
has been in existence for two years 
such a volume has just become known 
through the elopement and marriage 
of Freq Fitzsimmons, 8408 Church 
road, a Lord High Billiken, and Miss 
Julia Riggins of 826 McLaran avenue.

Columbia University Head 
Refers to “Greatness of 
Malice and the Cunning” 

of Opponents. 


By Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Oct. 29.—President Nich- 


olas Murray Butler of Columbia Uni- 


versity during his address at the for- 
mal opening of ‘Kent Hall, the new 
law school of the University, took 0oo- 
casion this afternoon to censure Theo- 
dore Roosevelt for his criticism of 
judges and courts. 

President Butler referred to Sena- 
tor Root’s defense of Mr. Roose- 
velt’s utterances on this subject last 
night and sald:., 

“Yesterday, the junior Senator from 
the State of New York made an im- 
portant political speech in which he 
stated in terms of precision and in a 
spirit of wisdom, the function and in- 
tegrity of the courts of our Amert- 
can system of government. 

“But I fear that in the enthusiasm 
of the moment he underestimated the 
persistency, the greatness of the malice 
and the cunning of those who war 
against them. 

‘Tt is one thing to analyze and to dis- 
cuss in a scientific and judicial spirit 
the opinion of-a great court; it is an- 
other thing to pour ridicule upon its 
membership and bring discredit upon 
the capacity and injustice of its per- 
sonne] in the presence of the shout- 
ing mob. 

‘The day that Kent Hall ceases to 
harbor the men who will teach and 
stand for the teaching of the funda- 
mentals of our American civil liberty 
and its judicial interpretation and pro- 
tection, that day leg us turn these splen- 
did halls into a morgue.”

Mrs.’ Callie Donley Can’t Get 
Freedom From Hastily- 
Made Marriage. 





Two circult judgés in 8t. Louis 
who have had much experience in 
handling divorce cases believe that 
the decision of the St. Louis Court of 
Appeals tn refusing to grant a di- 
vuree to Mrs. Callie Donley from 
Charles Doniey, will serve as a warn- 
ing. THey hope it wil deter those 
who contemplate matrimony in the 
belief that, if one or the other tires 
of the bargain, a divorce can be eas- 
tly obtained. 

Mr. and Mrs. Donley were married 
Feb. 28, 1907, and separated in July 
She was 18 years 
She brought suit for 
County while 


old and he 21. 
divorce in St. Louis 


living at Wellston and, although Don- 


ley allowed the case to go by default, 
her petition was dismissed by the 
Judge. The wife then moved to 5958 
Kennerly avenue, St. Louis, and filled 
suit for divorce in the city. 

The case was assigned to Judge 
Muench’s court. After hearing the 
testimony of the wife’s side the 
Judge sent for Donley, who had 
again failed to contest the case. 


Children’s Hasty Match, 

Judge Muench, in dismissing 
second suit, said to her: 

“You might as well have stayed 
in the county, because your bill will 
be dismissed. I de not want to 
make myself a party to having chil- 
dren run together and run>epart at 
will. You young people did not know, 
when you were married, what you 
were undertaking. There is no rea- 
son why easy divorces should be 
granted.” ; 

Mrs. Donley carried the case to the 
Court of Appeals, contending that she 
was entitled to a decree. But that tri- 
bunal has just handed down a decision, 
written by Judge George D. Reynolds, 
in which Judge Muench’s action ts af- 
firmed and commended. ‘‘We are satis- 
fied the learned trial judge arrived at 
the right conclusion,’”’ the Appellate 
Court announced. 

The court takes the view that the tes- 
timony adduced before Judge Muench, 
revealed indignities of no more than a 
trivial nature. “To permit the mar- 
riage relation to be lightly dissolved, 
under the facts here presented, can not 
fail to lead to immorality,” Judge Rey- 
nolds said, speaking for the court. 

The court says there is no proof of 
causeless desertion on the part of the 
husband, and that the wife’s charge of 
occasional intoxication does not con- 
stitute a reason for divorce. Nor {Is 
there any charge of failure to support, 
beyond the charge that ¢he husband had 
not given the wife money. This fact, 
the court holds, is not of itself a fail- 
ure to support. 


Can't File New Suit. 


‘The Appellate Court's decision renders 

Mrs. Donley unable to sue for divorce 
again unless there has been a bona 
fide effort on her part to become re- 
conciled with Donley. After such at- 
tempt, if he should refuse a reconcilia- 
tion, Mrs. Donley could bring a new 
suit for divorce, alleging desertion, at 
the expiration of a year. 

Judge Moses Sale, who was criti- 
cised a few months ago by the Ap- 
pellate Court for refusing to grant 
a divorce in a case which the Judge 
eatd was based on trivial grounda, 
believes he is vindicated by the de- 
cision of the Appellate tribunal in 
the Donley case. 

“Basy divorce,” said Judge Bale to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter, is a term 
foreign to law. There can be no easy 
divorce without an easy Judge—one 
wke does not understand the law.

Heely Scores 4 Touchdowns,

He has 
been twice disqualified recently by the 
American Automobile Association, as 
were also his two managers, J. Alex 
Sloan and W. H. Pickens, by the Au- 
tomobile Association. This disqualifica- 
tion ig of serious moment, for the A. 
A. A. is the only sanctioning body in 
the United States, and all of the races

Oldfield’s ‘first disqualification came 
a few weeks ago, because he made a 
match with Jack Johnson, the negro, 
prize fight champion.

Statements by the ‘chairmen of the 
Democratio City and State Committees 
show that’ they are in better con- 
dition financially than they have been 
for years. The committees meintain 
commodious headquarters:in the Com- 
monwealth Trust Building, Breadway 
and Olive streets, and are sending out 
Hterature by the ton. 
The Republican City Committee 
maintains permanent headquarters in 
the Odd Fellows Bullding, Ninth and 
Olive streets. The Republican State 
Committee has its headquarters tn the 
Hollaad Building. Both Chairman Kiel 
of the Republican City Committee ang 
Morris of the State Committee, say 
they are hard run for money for the 
legitimate expenses of their campaigns. 
Indebtedness Paid, 
According to Chairman Fay of the 
Democratic City Committee, the Busi- 


off an indebtedness of $2400 that has 
been hanging over the organization for 
several years. The guxiliary also paid 
off an indebtedness of $5000 against the 
Democratic State Committee, according 
to Chairman Shannon. : 

The Citizens’ Defense Committee of 
St. Louis, which is opposing prohibi- 
tion, made a contribution of $4000 
cach to the Democratic and Republi- 
can city committees, 

Both committees have gone on 
record against prohibition and the 


campaign against it. 

“Outside of the contribution of the 
Citizens’ Defense Committee, the largest 
individual] contribution we have had, 
was $1000 from Murray Carleton,” said 
Chairman Fay, of the Democratic City 
Committee. 

“We have not asked any of the sena- 
torial candidates for money, 

“We have assessed the candidates for 
the more Important offices $475 each, 
that being half of the amount they are 
allowed to spend under the corrupt prac- 
tices act. We have had some promise of 
further financial assistance from the 
Business Men's Auxiliary, but you can- 
not always depend upon promises, 

“I am trying to conduct the campaign 
as economically as possible. The ex- 
pense of hall rent for ward meetings, 
literature and music is considerable. We 
will need at last $20 a precinct for elec- 
tion day expenses. . It is customary for 
the committees to buy the meais for the 
judges and clerks of election, and to ray 
their precinct workers. We must have 
at least $8060 for election day.” 

State Committee Needs $26,000. 

Chairman Shannon of the Demo- 
cratic State Committee estimated the 
expenses of the State campaign at 
about $26,000. He said that Edward 
Goltra, on behalf of the Business 
Men’s Auxiliary, had gone before the 
State Committee ang guaranteed avs 
much as $6000 to pay off the debts of 
the organization. 

Republican Bank Account Overérawn. 

Chairman Kiel -of the Republican 
City Committee produced his cash 
book for inspection. The entries in 
it shows contributions from $5 to $500 
from various sources. The candidates 
contributed from $250 to $500 and 
gome of the officeholders also made 
literal contributions, 

“We will not have as much money 
for this campaign as we will need 
for legitimate expenses,” said Chair- 
man Kiel. “In the municipal cam- 
paign we spent §28,000. In the general 
election two years azo we spent 
$32,000. I do not think we will have 
more than $22,000 this year Many 
of the people who formerly contrib- 
uted to our campaign are helping out 
the Citizens’ Defense Committee, and 
do not feel like making two oontrt- 
butions. 

Chairman Morris of the Republican 
Riate Committee said: “I discovered 
today that 1 had overdrawn our bank 
account 61300. I stopepd writing 
ehecks until Treasurer Niedringhaus 
returns. We have sent out about 1%,- 
006 letters asking contributions. 


Small Amounts Received.

HAS AN UNCANNY LOOK 


Demonstration of Process 
Made Before New York 
| ' Electric Society. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Oct. 2.—Anyone who 
does not believe that flowers have souls 
would have been convinced at the meet- 
ing of the New York Electrical Society. 
There on the moving picture screen were 
shown flowers opening up from bud to 
maturity, smiling and nodding their 
heads and opening their vari-colored 
leaves to the sun. In colors, too. Not in 
the hideous pigmeots of the ordinary 
hand-painted films, seen occasionally in 
the .meving picture shows where the 
heroine’s hair changes color half a dozen 
times in five minutes, but flowers tinted 
with all the gorgeous coloring of nature, 
roses of deepest red and butterfly flow- 
era that opened their pink eyes to the 

magic of the clicking machine. 

It wae the first public demonstration in 
New York of the newly patented sys- 
tem of animated photography in natural 
colors which Is being brought out by an 
English concern, and the lecturer was 
Gilbert H. Aymar, who lives in Alilen- 
town, Pa. The demonstration was se- 
cured by Robert T. Lozier, president of 
the New York Electrica! Society, for 
the society's two hundred and ainety- 
fifth meeting, held in the Engineering

Round after round of applause greeted 
the remarkable pictures that unwow 4 
themselves on the screen, showing now 
a vase of nodding giadioli, again a scene 
in a rural farmyard, where the cattle, 
more true to life than in the finest pio- 
ture at the Metropolitan Gallery, walked 


leisurely through a stream, or a cat / 


and a parrot engaged in a friendly 
frolic. Then came the most wonderful 
thing of all, opening flowers. 

Effect Is Spookish. 

A feeling almost uncanny was pro- 
duced by the unusual] pictures. The 
audience saw in the space of a few min- 
utes what nature takes hours to do, and 
does so slowly that the unaided eye can- 
not follow it. This was accomplished, 
the lecturer said, by taking pictures at 
intervals of 15 minutes to a half hour, 
according to the rapidity with which the 
blossoms opened. There was a trembling 
of the leaves, an apparent gathering of 
energy by the plant, as a runner stif- 
fens before the signal to start is given, 
and then the leaves slowly swung apart, 
like portals pushed by an unseen hand, 
and the fully opened flower stood out 
enlarged on the screen. 

Before the pictures were shown, 
Aymar outlined the principles of the 
art of motion photography. The pic- 
tures, he said, were taken with an 
oréinary moving picture machine, but 
twice as fast as with the black and 
white system. The film was highly 
sensitized, as is necessary for all 
color work, and in the case of this 
precess a secret agent was employed 
to make the film.even more sensitive. 
In taking the pictures two screens 
were used, the red and the green, and 
the machine was keyed so that the 
iret snap was taken through the red 
fritering screen, the second through 
the green, the third through the red, 
and so on. The negatives were then 
€cveloped and handled in the usual 
way. 

When the film was exhibited, red 
and green screens were placed just 
back of the lens and changed in the 
same relation as they had been when 
the photographs were first taken. 
Thus actually the frst picture shown 
wee red and its allied colors, and 
the next green, but they did not ap- 
pear so to the eye of the observer, 
veeause of the “persistence of vision,” 
an optical principle by which the 
retina of the eye retains an image 
thrown on it an instant after the 
actual object has dropped from vi- 
sion—one can wink one’s eyes, for 
instance, without losing a continued 
view.

It is probably safe to say, notwith- 
standing some recent rather unf 
vorable financial weather signs, that 
the rest of the year would be marked 
by no disturbance if the precaution- 
ary measures which preceded the 
autumn are not undone.

The export outlook shows no fm- 
provement anywhere, despite the tong 
liquidation, and foreign markets con- 
tinue to decline with’ ours which fur- 
ther complicates the situation. The 
movement of wheat to market being 
light, Is a bullish tnfluence, but ts 
offset by the congested supplies in al! 
primary markets. The continued ex- 
cellent weather for curing oorn has a 
depressing influence on general senti- 
ment, owing to the large size of the 
crop, which assures a heavy run of 
grain to market tn the near future. 

Just from what level an export move- 
ment will start is an important trade 
question, but {t would seem that the 
price is now becoming attractive enough 
to permit of more favorable market 
forecasts in the future. 

Exporte Are Likely. 

In a survey of the world’s wheat re- 
quirements and prospective supplies, 
Broomhall arrives at a conclusion which 
holds out prospects of wheat exports in 
substantial quantities during the month 
of November and December. Thus far 
our new season's exports of wheat, 
including flour, have varied from 1,000,000 
to 3,000,000 bu a week, with daily receipts 
of over a million at nine of the primary 
interior markets. 

According to this estimate the wheat 
importing countries will require approx!i- 
mately 602,000,000 bu before July 81, 1911 
This ia regarded as «° minimum, and 
compares With 657,000,000 bu of actual 
net imports for the preceding commer- 
cial year. There is thus an increase of 
45,000,000 bu in the wheat requirements 
of importing countries, compared with 
last year’s takings. Prospective ship- 
ments from Canada, India and the 
Southern Hemisphere are estimated to 
be larger than last year by practically 
the same amount. But the distribution 
of the supply is such that the old-time 
advantage fais to the United States dur- 
ing the last @ days of the calendar 
year. 

Easily the most important source of 
supply for importing wheat countriés is 


Danube, since Aug. 1, have aupplied 64 
per cent of approximately 000,000. bu 
of wheat in the world’s rt move- 
ment.

BECAME OUTLAW 


Candy Bandit Was Disap- 
pointed in Ambition of 
His Boyhood. 


IS NOW A MILITIAMAN 


Ite be had from the family, and then 


Quit His Last Employment 
Because. He Wouldn’t 
Work on July 4. 


A West Point education and the life 
of an army officer were the boyhood 
ambition of Leigh Rhodus, the candy 
bandit, caught in East St. Louis. 


With the failure of his wish to carry 
first a gun, then a sword, in defense 
of his country, his military spirit turned 
into lawlessness and brigandage, and 
made him the murderous. outlaw who 
mow, at 24 years of age, will either be 
hanged or sent to prison for life. 

Rhodus, who is wanted in Chicago 
as the slayer of Dr. Michaelis and of 
Anton Helbig, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter in the East St. Louis Police Sta- 
tion the first story which he has made 
public of his early years. 

It. was not a story of poverty and 
privation, or of obstacles greater than 
the ordinary man has to overcome. 
Leigh Rhodus appears to have had a 
good home, so far as food, clothing 
and shelter went. But what he did 
make clear was that no one seemed in- 
terested in his future—that he did as he 
pleased because no one seemed to care, 
and that, finding others indifferent to 
him, he became indifferent to himself. 

. Has a Weak Mouth. 

A look at his face tells the same 

story. It is not a good face. Not 
knowing its owner’s record, one would 
hesitate to call it a bad face, though 
@ student of features would note with 
disfavor the weak, drooping mouth and 
the too prominent ears. Many young 
men with worse features are honest and 
industrious. Rhodus’ face is not good 
or bad—it is indifferent, as he is indjf- 
ferent to the rights of others, to the 
sacredness of human life, to his own 
life or death. 
- With a rapidity that almost amounts 
to a defect of speech, Rhodus talks, 
when once started, of his past career 
and his present plight. ‘‘He’s the best 
boy to talk that we ever had here,” 
pays Chief of Police Purdy.

He declares he has had no confederates, 
mo confidants, no tutors in crime.

from Kansas City, Atlanta and Indian- 
apolis have called on Lyman T. Ray, 
president of the Conventions Bureau, 
within the last few days seeking in- 
formation ooncerning the methods of 
St. Louis’ convention-getting machinery. 
All Want a Bureau. 

Each of these cities is considerftng the 
advisability of establishing a bureau like 
the St. Louis organization. 

Hay and Secretary Tom L. Cannon 
gave all the information possible to the 
probable rivals in the convention field. 
They assured the visitors that the 18,000 
conventions held annually in the United 
States furnished enough to go around 
without bitter rivalry. 

According to Hay, the 64 conventions 
. to be held before the close of the year 
will bring more than 2,000 visitors to 
St. Louis. The sessions will maxe the 
average stay of the delegates four days, 
he says. Figuring $5 a day for actual 
living expenses, this will leave at least 
$500,000 in cash in St. Louis that would 
have gone to some other city if the Con- 
ventions Bureau had not been active. 

“The hundred or more co®ventions al- 
ready held, most of which were secured 
for St. Louis through the work of the 
Conventions Bureau, have left close to 
$1,000,000 in living expenses in St. Louis,”’ 
Hay told a Post-Dispatch reporter. “This

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Speech Is Designed as Hand 
_ Book During the .Missouri 
Campaign. | 


In a speech delivered under the aus- 
pices of the Young Men’s Democratic 
Club at the Odeon last night, and which 
is designed by the club to bea text- 
took of Democratic doctrine during the 
remainder of the State and congressional 
campaign, Isaac H. Lionberger epi- 
tomized the issue between the Repub- 
lican and Democratic parties as a con- 
flict between a Federal bureaucracy and 
State autonomy. 

This trend of the Republican party to- 


ward centralization, Lionberger declared, 
was exemplified in the Federal Govern- 
ment’s usurpation of authority over the 
people’s banks, the manufacturers of 
butter, the taxation of private corpo- 
rations, the regulations of railroads and 
the traffic in food. 
Fears a Concentrated Empire. 

ILionberger said in part: 

“If the Democrats prevail we shall 
remain a confederated democracy; if 
the Republicans win we may in time 
become a concentrated empire, com- 
posed of geographical subdivisions 
without authority and without re- 
sponsibility. This is the crisis; as I 
understand it. In proof of this 
statement, permit me to lay’ before 
you the gradual steps whereby we 
have departed from the motions and 
laws of our fathers. | 

“By the Federal Constitution the 
United States was authorized to levy 
taxes for federal purposes. [In the 
progress of time this power has been 
so used ag to gradually encroach 
upon and ultimately destroy the au- 
thority of the States in many import- 
ant particulars. The Federal Gov- 
ernment has taxed out of existence 
state bank notes. It has restrained 
and controlled the manufacture of all 
substitutes for butter, however. 
wholesome. Disregarding the income 
tax decision of the Supreme Court, it 
has taxed the earning of all corpora- 
tions. It has controlled the indus- 
tries of the country by the imposi- 
tion of discriminating duties designed 
to foster and enrich special interests. 
It has established monopolies and re- 
strained trade. 

“No provision of the Federal Constitu- 
tion authorized the creation of a bank, 
but Congress establishes first one bank, 
and then 7000. It now controls, regulates 
and supervises the capital resources of 
It has established savi:gs 
‘tnstitutions and now proposes to take 
charge of the savings of the people. A 
Federal court of Kansas has recently 


idecided that a State law guaranteeing 


deposits of State banks threater& the 
prosperity of national banks, and the 
Jlocal authorities have, therefore, been re- 
strained from giving effect to the law. 
Regulation of Congress. 

‘“Bhe power to regulate commerce 
between the states has been so con- 
strued as to confer upon Congress 
exclusive power over all navigable 
streams’ and all bridges built over 
them, and over all railroads doing 
interstate business. It is now pro- 
D to establish the same exclusive 
authority over all private corpora- 
tions engaged in interstate business: 
to regulate them, to charter them, 
to protect them. 

“A Federal law prohibiting combin- 
ations in restraint of trade has con- 
ferred upon the Federal courts exclu- 
sive jurisdiction with respect to con- 
tracts ‘made between the states. <A 
Federal law has been passed regulat- 
ing the Habilities of employers en- 
gaged in interstate commerce. A pure 
food law has been passed which gives 
to. Federal inspectors paramount 
authority with respect to the prepara- 
tion, manufacture and sale of an in- 
finite number of articles of daily con- 
sumption. A Federal inspector -con- 
trols the shipment of cattle and the 
conduct of slaughter houses. 

Result of Recent Activities, 

“The result of these gradual encroach- 
ments has been to concentrate in the 
administrative departments of Wash- 
ington a vast and dominating influence 
over the most important affairs of a 
commercial people: their savings, their 
capital, their industries, their means of 
communication, their health, liberties 
and property are in greater measure 
controlled by the national government 
than ever before. If the Kansas decision 
be approved by the Supreme Court of 
the United States, this. cont?fol will in 
a short time become not only para- 
mount but exclusive, and all State laws 
and institutions will be compelled to 
submit to the scrutiny and control of 


jthe Federal judges. 


‘We have long been the victims of this 
vicious system and ought not to rest 
until the last vestige of it has hen 
swept from the statute books. We C's- 
like the centralization of power, because 
it has therefore resulted in evils. We 
ought to resist with all our might the 
further concentration which is now pro- 
posed. Republicans seem to desire a 
Federal incorpo n law which shall 
shelter all corporations, public and pri- 
vate, and emancipate them from the 
regulations and control of the states. 

‘The trusts and the railroads desire 
such a consummation. They can con- 
trol Congress, and they know it. They 
have controlled Congress for 50 years. 
If you add to the corrupting influences 
now operating for private gain, the in- 


fluence of tens of thousands of private} 


corporations at. t existing under 
state laws, you will build up an invincel- 
ble machine and establish a more per:

Dr. J. H. Sutter of 888 North Nine 


teenth street, a brother of Miss Sutter, 
told @ Pest-Dispatch reporter yesterday 
that nervousness and fright were ac- 
countable for her failure to go to the 
Health Department for treatment or to 
isolate herself after her arrival in 8&t. 
Louis from Illinois last Sunday night. 

Miss Sutter was rebuked by Dr. G. A. 
Jordan, Asistant Health Commissioner, 
after she had presented herself at the 
City Dispensary last Wednesday and sat 
for en hour in the same room with 
about @ other persons who were wait- 
ing to receive treatment for ailments 
that were not contagious. 

Ske Rode in a Car. 

On her way to the dispensary from the 
sanitartum Miss Cutter was a passenger 
in @ Hodiamont car. To decrease the 
danger of spreading the disease the 
Health Department has fumigated the 
car. The patients and employes of the 
Missouri Sanitarius have been vaccinat- 
ed and the building fumigated. 

Dr. Butter said yesterday that while 
he had not reported his sister’s case te 
the Health Department he hed urged her 
Sunday night to consult an expert. 

“When my sister arrived in St. Louis 
-at ll p. m. Sunday she called me on the 
telaphone and informed me that she 
feared she had smallpox. She appeared 
to be unnerved and exhausted and I 
was inclined to believe that she was 
frightened because of the fact that she 
had become ill after nursing a case of 
smallpox in Ilinots. 

“T told her to take a room and call an 
expert: I didn’t Wan’t to take her to 
my house while theré was any proba- 
bility that she was sufering from small- 
‘pox. 

“T heard nothing from her until the 
next day. She was then at the sani- 
tarilum. I visited. her and again recom- 
mended that she consult an expert. 

“I could see on her face no eruption or 
other evidence of smallpox. When I 
spoke to her Wednesday I repeated my 
suggestion that she get expert advice 
and she consented to go to the dispen-. 
sary. I was to meet her there, but I 
was unable to leave my office promptly 
and arrived half an hour late. 

Sent to Various Departments. 

“In answer to her inquires my sister 
was sent from one department to an- 
other and that experience further con- 
fused her. My sister was not treated 
- at the Missouri Baptist Sanitarium.” 

Dr. Jordan says that if Miss Sutter 
had notified the Health Department by 
telephone an ambulance would have been 
gent for her and her case could heve 
been diagnosed without exposing others 
to the disease.

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POINTING THE WAY TO PEACE. 

The hapless and helpless consumer will .wel- 
come the suggestions from the recondite depths 
of the Rockefeller Bible class as to the manner 
in which he should divide his earnings. If they 
do not come from Mr. Rockefeller himself, yet 
they have the earmarks of authority. This is 
the way‘we should spend: One-fifth for shelter; 
one-fifth for food; one-fifth for clothing, recre- 
ation and self improvement: one-fifth for emer- 
gencies, such as doctors, drugs, etc., and the re- 
maining one-fifth for profitable investment. 

Mr. Bok would have been more specific and 
made subdivisions illustrating the proportionate 
cost of shoes, bonnets, ribbons, coal, and he would 
have varied the price-of underwear’ ac¢éording to 
climate. But Mr. Rockefeller paints in broader, 
He leaves something to the imag- 
ination and much to the individual ingenuity. 

When applied, ingenuity directs that the tdeal 
social state which would follow the adoption of 
this ideal division of earnings is to be ‘brought 
about by act of the seller rather than the buyer. 
There can be no stability and no.nicety of ad- 
justment until the grocer, the landlord and thé 
clothier are content each with his allotted share. 

Herein lies the potential revolution. The pre- 
vailing scheme contains no. provision that .the 
landlord shall take only one-fifth; he wants the 
grocer’s and the doctor’s share also. The doctor 
fixes his fees arbitrarily and never considers the 
inalienable right of the gas man to a share of 
the loot. The coal man charges regardless of the 
landlord and as for the “one-fifth for profitable 
investment,” the-consummate artists who are 
guides and counselors in respect thereto operate 
with such finesse that once the fteld of invest- 








Jment is entered in search of profits, butcher, 


grocer, landlord, coal man and the rest become 
panicky and demand pay in advance. 

Plainly Mr. Rockefeller has not yet paid his 
debt to the practical. Instead of subsidizing the 
hunt for venomous and destructive germs, he 
would better found an institution for training 
tradesmen_ in ways of co-operation. As it is now 
they waste time in despoiling each other when 
there is enough for them all under the proper ad- 
justment and distribution. So long as each one 
looks out for himself alone the condition must 
border on anarchy and strife will be perpetual. 
Certainly the consumer would rejoice to see peace

SOFIA, Bulgaria, Oct. 29.—Czar Ferdinand is in 
a very bad temper. So ts his neighbor, King 
Peter of Servia, and both have the same griev- 
ance. 

Not only has Nicholas I, Montenegro’s newly- 
made King, been invited to visit Emperor Francis 
Jcseph in Vienna early in November, but the 
most exclusive court in the world assures him a 
warm welcome and every honor shown even tv 
Europe’s greatest crowned heads. 

Thus does Austria show the whole world that 
the good will of Montenegro, hitherto snubbed, 
as the smallest kingdom in Europe, is not to be 
despised. Hence the bad temper here and at Bel- 
grade. Peter of Servia has never been invited to 
Vienna and Ferdinana of Bulgaria is not-met at 
the railway station. 7 

By this act of courtesy to the sovereign of 
Montenegro Francis Joseph has “killed two birds 
with one stone.” To qnmtertain King Nicholas is 
a cheap way of pleasing the Emperor-King’s South 
Slavonic subjects, who often: give trouble, but 
who have so much respect for Montenegro that 
they are ready to keep quiet at a word from its 
ruler. The other “bird’ he has brought down is 
Italy. The sovereign of the Dual Kingdom knows 
that Victor Emmanuel rules Italy and that Queen 
Helena rules Victor Emmanvuel and‘that she will 
be gratified at this rare honor paid to her father 
that she will hasten to persuade her husband to 
settle up on¢ or two Austrian-Italian questions 
which she was set against a few months ago, .but 
which Francis Joseph has very much at heart. 

Queen Helena’s most sensitive side is concerned 
with her parentage. A great Roman lady got 
herself banished from the Italian court by re- 
marking that “the dear Queen must find a great 
difference between the poverty in her old home 
and the pomp of her new one.”

Roles in Play Answering Critics 
and Censor.

CERLIN, Oct. 29.—Frank Wedekind, poet and 
playwright, and his’ wife, the latter as a ballet 
girl, took the chief parts in Wedekind’s new play, 
“The Censor,’ just produced at the Kleines Thea- 


ter. 

The play is Wedekind’s defense against critics 
who decuse him of being immodest in his writings 
and against the Censor, who refused to allow’ his 
“Fandora’s Box’’ to be played. 

Wedekind appears on the stage In the charac- 
ter of the medieval Burdian, whose donkey, 
tethered between two bundles of hay, starvéd 
while it was trying to make up fts mind which 
bundle it should eat first. Wedekind really is 
the donkey—undecided between sensuality and as- 
ceticism. He expounds in most extraordinary 
dialogue with a priest, who represents his moral 
self and also the Censor, how he has tried to 
reconcile morality and sensuous beauty. 

“People don’t understand me!” he explains. 
“That which I proclaim from my inmost convic- 
tions p onle take for immorility. J] am religious 
to the depths of my soul. I have lived many 
years without art, but I could not live one year 
without religion.” 

His moral counsellor, -his religious self (or the 
Censor) departs in haste just as Mrs. Wedekind, 
representing the poet’s sensuous self, hurls her- 
self on the stage in the costume of a semi-nude 
ballet dancer. Now he yearns not to reconcile 
sensuality with religion, but religion with sensu- 
ality as the chief good in, life. But just as his 
sense of poetic beauty, the beauty of sensuality, 
overcome his asceticism, he now demands that 
beauty make concessions to his moral self. 

“Go away,” he says to his wife; “take off that 
immodest. costume and put on proper clothes.” 

Kadidja, the ballet dancer, horrified at this 
sudden change, throws herself from .a window, 
and Wedekind, like Buridan’s donkey, is left to 
starve alone.

BOXERS FIGHT 10 
QUELL PANIC AS

Three Hundred Spectators 
Fall in Pittsburg, 20 of 
Whom Are.

PITTSBURG,  Pa., Oct. 2.—Two 
youthful prizefighters prevented a 
costly panic here tonight, when tiers 
of seats holding 0 spectators col- 
lapsed in the old city hall where a 
prize fight was being heid. 

Fifty persons were bruised more or 
less seriously and 12.are in the hos- 
pitals, suffering from broken limbs 
and internal Injuries, but it tis thought 
all of them will recover. 

The semi-final) fight between ‘Kid’ 
Hogan of Pittsburg and “Jimmy” 
Watts of Inidanapolis, was just about 
to begin, when the tiers of some second- 
hand circus seats, uséd in a minature 
gallery, fell, precipitating 300 spectators 
into several hundred more men below. 
Springing into the ring, the announcer 
shouted “‘it’s all right. Get busy there.” 
He waved the boys to the’ center of 
the ring and without stopping to shake 
hands, they began fighting. Cool- 
neaded men near the ring laughed up- 
roarously and police and detectives 
guarding the two narrow exits to the 
hall. The panic-stricken spectators, who 
knew how serious the accident was, hur- 
ried outside. 

A riot call had been turned into 
police headquarters an instant after 
and before the crowd realized what hap- 
pened, the hall was flooded with police- 
men.

and with the opening of next spring it will be 

pushed forward with all the resources at the 
command of the Government. 

This vast work is being undertaken in the Val- 
Jey of the Rio Grange above El Paso. It will re- 
deem between 180,00) and. 200,000 acres of im- 
mensely valuable land—that is, the land will be- 
come immensely valuabl 


at present much of it is entirely worthless and 
none of it capable of producing to its capacity. 

An area of 180 square miles will be inundated 
by the waters back of the new dam. The reser- 
voir formed by the dam will hold 650,000,000 gal- 
lons, or enough to cover 2,000,000 acres of land 
1 foot deep with water. The entire flow of the 
Rio Grarde River for three years will be re- 
quired to fill the reservoir. 

Compared to this. amazing project, the great 
Assuan dam of the Nile, in Egypt, long regard- 
ed as the climax of possibilities in irrigation, will 
be a half-grown child. As a matter of actual fig- 
ures, the Nile reservoir holds only one-half as 
much water as will be contained back of the 
se dam on the Rio’Grande, known as the Engle 

m. 

Forty miles in length, the Engle reservoir will 
vary in width from three to six miles, having a 
The dam against 
which the waters. of this great reservoir will rise 
is to be 275 feet above the bed sf the river at its 
highest point, while it will be 1200 feet long at 
the crest, with a top width of 20 feet. It will 
widen gradually to the base, which will be a mas- 
sive foundation of cement against which the rag- 
Ing torrents from the Rocky Mountain water- 
sheds may beet forever without effect. 

_ Of the great area to be redeemed by the Engle 
project, 20,000 acres, lie in Old Mexico, 110,000 
acres in New Mexico and 45,000 acres in- Texas. 

‘1 ts estimated that the value of the reclamation 
will amount each year to $25 an acre on 100,000 
acres, or $2,500,000 annually, net, to the land 
owbe s who receive water. 

* Preliminary to the main construction work on 
the Rngle dam, which is to begin next spring, a 
tntiroad 15 miles long must be built. This is in 
order that machinery and p'ovisions .may be 
ee ed over the rough and mountainous country 
“Intervening between the site of the dam and the 
present nearest railroad communicetion.

BR UYING diamonds is a ticklish 

buying a horse. 

This is because not one person in 
a hundréd knows enough about a 
diamond or ‘A horse to buy either 
intelligently. For this reason there 
is ag much trickery in the selling of 
one as of the other. | 

There is an old English legal 
axiom that you “buy with your eyes 
open,” and if you are “stung” either 
in buying a diamond or a horse, un- 
less deliberete fraud is proved, you 
might as well let it go at that for 
you yjll.get little sympathy from the 
courts and lers from your friends, 

The Sunday Post-Dispatch recent- 
ly laid bare the methods of horse 
traders in “fixing” old, broken down 
herses for sale to the unwary. A 
few days later two ladies bought a 
beautiful and spirited animal] that 
dropped dead in the shafts as it was 
being driven to<«its new home. 

But ‘more people “fal] for” the 
pawnticket scalper’s gatne than for 
the “fixed” horse, because more peo- 
ple buy dlamonds than buy - horses. 

Many people in moderate circum- 
stan es have a passion for diamonds. 
This ig the tap roct of the pawn- 
ticket s*alper’s business. Some of 
them believe that if they are earn- 
ing $20.a week a diamond ring or 
u stud will make them look as 
though they belonged in the $60- 
a-week-class. 

Others nave an idea that a dia- 
mond cafer than government 
bonds as an investment and pays 
bigger interest than aie savings 
bank. They -argue that ‘diamonds 
are getting s arcer every year” and 
that if they invest a seving account

The other day in St. Louis a negro 
janitor of a big building complained 
to the police that a diamond cross 
for which he had paid $200 had been 
stolen. The city detectives picked 
up a thief they found wearing the 
cross. It was worth exactly 30 
cents. The owner was delighted to 
get it back, and told the chief of 
detectives that he had bought it in 
‘¢ pawnshop on South Clark street 
in Chicago for $200, paying $25 down 
and $25 a month until it was his. 

But the class of buyers who delight 
the scalpers most are thcse who 
buy thinking they are getting stolen 
goods cheap for that reason. They 
are absolutely safe, and can be re- 
lied upon never to “make a holler” 
to the police when they discover 
that they have been stung. A good 
many of this class believe that they 
are judges of diamonds and that 
they can buy a stone from a thief 
for a third of its value and, on ac: 
count of their standing in the com- 
munity, sell it again at a good prof- 
it, 

Sometimes they do succeed in be- 
ing an amateur “fence” and buy a 
stone from a sure-enough thief. But 
generally they are victims of a 
“frameup” and get something that 
is worthlea -vwhile their tongues are 
tied by then own guilty knowledze. 

This brings us down to the traffic 
in diamonds now extensively carried 
on in St, Louis by the so-called 
pawnticket scalpers. They are of 
many kinds, and their methods are 
according to the class they work 
among. You-never know when you 
may run across one and they are 
to be found in the most unexpected 
places.

This being 
the psychological Sear trom 
a somewhat soiled p cket from 
his pocket and shoved toward the 
prospective ‘victim. 

“There’s a ticket for my diamond 
ring,” he said sadly.

I paid $300 for 
it at Tiffany’s in New York. It's 
a clear white stone, about a carat 
and five-eights. 

“I've got go back to New York, 
and I don’t want that greasy pawn- 
broker to get the benefit of it.

It had been made out by a 
broker with a well-known name, and 
called for a diamond ring on which 
$100 had been loaned. 

While the prospect was examining 
the ticket the hard-luck man said: 
“Come on down to the pawnbroker’s 
office and take a look at the ring. 
That’s the way to find out whether 
you're getting a snap er not.” 

They walked to the pawnshop and 
the prospect asted to see the ring. 
But the pawnbroker demurred. 

“If you want to take it out, all 
right,” he said. “But I ain’t got 
time to show pawned goods.” . 

“I'm not going to buy anything 
I haven't seen,” said the prospect. 

“Well, there’s my ticket. ain't it?’ 
said the pawnbroker in an injured 
tone.

by styling themselves “brokers.” 
This is the way the thing is some- 
times worked in a saloon,. and is 
an actual experience: 

A man was standing at a bar near 


Olive street one morning sipping a 


drink. He was the only customer 
in the place, and the bartender was 
dreamily polishing glasses. 

Entered a dapper young man who 
breezily ordered a glass of beer. 
Having been served he entered into 
a whispered conversation with the 
drink dispenser, at the same time 
pulling two pieces of pastboard from 
his pocket ‘and covertly exhibiting 
them to the man behind the bar. 
The man who was sipping his 
dt was gazing in the mirror and 
saw the dapper one incline his head 
Slightly in his direction § several 
times. and thé bartender murmer 
something. Therefore he was not 
unprepared when the dapper one 
edeed toward him, and jovially said: 
“Drink up, friend, and join me in 
ancther.”

the darrer youth entered into a

After some talk between the im- 
pecumious one and the pawnbroker, 
the latter went to a safe and hunted 
in a drawer. Finally he produced 
a ring with a small numbered tag 
attached to it that corresponded with 
che number. on the cicket. 

The diamond was what was known 
as a “spread.”\. It was cut broad 
and very shallow, but it was white. 
On the surface it looked to be a 
carat and fiveeights in weight, but 
it did nvt weigh that much. The 


prospect refused to pay $10 bonus 


on it. A week later he discovered 
that the hard-luck young man had 
not gone to New York, for he was 
seen talking cunfidentially to a young 
man in a ciear stcre, at the samé 
time exhibiting a pawn ticket. This 
proved him to* be a pawn ticket 
scaler. : 

This is the way the game is played. 
A pawnbroker finds that he has 
severa] diamonds in stock which, for 
some reason or other, are slow sale. 
He needs the money they are worth, 
so he makes out tickets for them 
at their market value, according to 
their weight and color. 

These tickets he distributes among 
his scalpers to sell for enough over 


a 


their face value to make a respect- 
able commission. That is al] there 
is to it. There is nothing criminal 
about it, and neither the ticket 
scalper nor the pawnbroker can be 
prosecuted for their action. It is 
mérely a sharp way of selling un- 
desirab:e diamonds. 

But there is another method of 
scalping tickets that is decidedly dis- 
honest, and which the police are do- 
ing their utmost to break up. This 
is the “fixing” of worthless dia- 
monds so that they appear to be val- 
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uable, and eelling pawn tickets for ! 


them at several times their value. 
The police and certain pawnbrokers 
have been at war over this practice 
for years, and at times it has been 
crushed out, only to reappear. Aft 
present it is flourishing, and the 
prospective ‘diamond buyer would 
better have a care how he buys a 
stone from a stranger, however good 
it may appear. 

A phase of this trade is carried on 
by women, for the reason that a 
pretty young woman can sell any- 
thing to a susceptible man, partic- 
ularly a diamond. Sometimes these 
women are manicures in barber 
shops to whom men go regularly to 
have their hands cared for. 

They see a diamond sparkling on 
her finger for several weeks, and then 
it is no longer there. Some one of 
them is sure to ask her what be- 
came of it, and she tells him a 
pathetic tale of a sick mother and a 
great need for money, and shows 
him the pawn ticket for $200. 

He takes her to dinner at the end 
of her day’s employment and she 
artfully works up a sentimental in- 
terchange during which she express- 
es her fear that she will lose her 
diamond. Of course she would 
rather havé her friend get (it than 
the “nasty old pawnbroker.” He 
knows, of course, that pawnbrokers 
only lend abovt one-third of the val- 
ue of a stone when it is pawned. 
If he would like to get it out for 
her she will buy it back from him 
some day. 


They Visit the Pawnbroker. 


It is an old game, but it is sur- 
prising how easy ,some men who 
would trim’ an ordinary business 
deal to the bones will fall for it. 
Together they go to see the pawn- 
broker. after dinner, and that wily 
individual, who is an expert on the 
psychology of selling diamonds, 
shows it with reluctance, offers to 
buy it outright, and so works upon 
the cupidity of the man that he takes 
it out for his pretty friend. 

Next day she receives from the 
nawnbroker a check for her commis 
sion. and the victim discovers in the 
sunlight that the diamond does not 
look at all like the stone he saw unt- 
der the electric lights against the 
black velvet cushion in the pawn- 
shop. He hag been stung deep, but 
he dees not say ;a word, although 
thereafter he lets his finger nails 
grow or cuts them himeelf, 

In an instance of this sort there 
is no way to prove that the pretty 
manicure did not pawn the ring. 
The next day she aprears at the 
barber shop with another diamond 
sparkling on her finger, but she has 
lost a good customer. 

Another plan is conducted by a 
man who may have a “diamond par- 
lor” in. a downtown ofice building. 
His confederates are a pawnbroker 
and several well dressed young wom- 
en, with an occasional youne min 
about town who holds a position in 
the offi-e of a corporation or biz 
mercantile establishment that gives 
him a large acquaintance among men 
of moderate means. 

Hig favorit® wav of keeping his 
scalrers at work is to insert an ad- 
vertisement, like the following, in 
one of the newsranérs: 

“A lady who hes met with mis- 
fortune will sell the pawnticket for 
a solitaire diamond rine rledged for 
a third of its value. Onlv a small 
advance on the loan required. <Ad- 
dress Q 129.” ’ 

This is sure to brine several] re- 
plies and the “lady” picks out that 
which seems to be the mest promis- 
ing. One of the “broker’s” pretty 
young women then call uron the'per. 
son who hes written, and sells the 
rawn ticket for whatever she can get 
above the amount cf the loan marked 
thereon. This she takes back to 
her emvloyer, who pays her a week- 
ly salary. 

Thousends of off-color and other- 
wise undesirable diamonds are 
wortred off on the rublie in this 
manner. The diamond called for on 
the ticket is, of course, worth much 


less than the amount the victim 
has paid fcr it, and the pawnbroker 
gets his “bit” for being the stool 
pigeon. 

In “fixing” a diamond for this 
sort of business many tricks are 
practiced. One of these is by using 
the “gypsy” mounting. This is for 
those who imagine they are dia- 
mond experts, relying upon their 
ability to detect a sparkle in the 
dark, 

The “gypsy” setting is one in 
which heavy gold bands cover up 
the well in which the stcne is set, 
and holding the diamond securely on 
a bed of platinum -~which causes it 
to shimmer and glint, no matter how 
lifeless the stone may be. The plat- 
inum also makes it extremely hard 
for anyone not an expert to detect 
the stone’s real color or the number 
of flaws in it, 

As a matterof fact not one 
amateur in diamonds in a hundred 
can detect the flaws in a diamond, 
for they are very small and are 
easily mistaken for cuttings. When 
a pawnbroker cffers you a glass and 
asks you to “look into the diamond 
yourself.” he knows he js perfectly 
safe, and that you will not discover 
the flaws he himself knows to be 
there, 

Occasionally a decrepit old stone 
with its edees serrated with nicks 
gets into the market and must be 
sold as a perfect stone. This is 
done by producing an old Tiffany 
mounting with deep prongs which 
are deftly fitted over the nicks. It 
passes muster even with experts. 

The poorest quality of diamonds 
are known as “charcoal goods.” 
These have little black specks of 
carbon in them which an expert can 
detect through the flash, But when 
seen in the pawnbroker’s store ly- 
ing on a black velvet cushion under 
an artfully arranged light, and in 
conjuncticn with the psychoiogicai 
salesmanship of the expert, they are 
dispcsed cf by the pawn ticket meth- 
od for severgl times their value. 
In some jewelry stores they are 
sold as “brown” diamonds. 

Another way to get rid of a lot 
of useless trash is through the

This 
is sometimes called a “spread,” whiie

These are remarkable facts in 
themselves, when it is understood 
that most of the “hoy aviators” are 
under 20 years of age and _ proba- 
bly a majority of them under 18. 
But one becomes still more sur- 
prised° wien he investigates this sub- 
ject and finds the real, serviceable 
information these boys possess. Not 
a one of them—even the little fellows 
of 11 to 15—but krows tbe distinc- 
tive types of aeroplanes. Question 
the first half-dozen grown-up persons 
you meet and see what they have to 
say on the subject and you will un- 
derstand more readily the importance 
of the statement. 

“T am building a monoplane, one 
little fellow will tell you. “Mine is a 
biplane,” another will assert. 

“I am following the Wright model,” 
this boy will explain, while others 
will show a surprising acquaintance 
with the Santos-Dumont, the Ble 
riot, the Farnam and other French 
and foreign machines. 

More than that, these boys wil! 
draw, off-hand, diagrams of flying 
machine skeletons until you are com- 
pletely confused with their references 
to planes, propellers, incidence, ele- 
vating surface, horsepower and other 
technical words and phrases. 

St. Louts is, of course, only an {n- 
stance of what is happening all over 
the country. E’very large city has 
hundreds of boys at work on the 
problems of aviation, while they are 
only fewer in numbers in the smaller 
cities and towna, and even the boys 
on the farms are busy getting ready 


fly. 

In the woodsgheds, the garages or 
the barns these boys have fitted up 
the'r workshops. There you will 
find them as soon as school is over 
Or as quick as they can get home

Wireless telegraphy has had lifts 
thousands of buy operators, but avia- 
tion has, in comparison, its tens of 
thousands of youthful devotees. 

It ts probably literally true that 
there are 10 boys building aeroplanes 
in St. Louis and elsewhere through- 
out the Untted States to where one 
built wireless telegraphy apparatus. 
And so many of them went in for 
wireless telegraphy that they became 
the subject of proposed national] and 
state legislation. 

Just what problems these boy avi- 
ators will present when flying has 
advanced’-to a little later stage ts a 
question. ‘Already serious discuss'on 
of “the law of the air,” “alr lanes” 
and aviation routes and =§ stations 
which shall not tnterfere with the 
public on the ground ts occupying 
the attention of aviators. Glen Cur- 
tiss says that the fixing of routes and 
traffic regulat'on is the next great 
step tn the progress of flying. 

That sach regulation will be im- 
mensely involved by the number and 
characteristics of the boy aviators 
may be safely predicted, for there ts 
but a step between the boy builder 
of models of today and the youth 
who will be flying tomorrow.

That. there is nothing too new in 
science for boys to have some. knowl- 
edge and a great deal of curiosity 
about has been long known to per- 
sons who appeal to the boy trade, 
but t has never been shown 580 
strikingly as in tLe matter of flying 
machines. 

Germany has long been noted as 
the country from which came a large 
vercentage of our mechanical toys, 
and that country has been quick to 
recognize the new field over here. 

“The German toy manufacturer,” 
writes the-United States Consul at 
Dresden, *“bases his policy on the 
assumption that his juvenile cus- 
tomers demand the ‘very latest’ ‘in 
the toy line, and he js generally first 
in the field with all xinds of novel- 
ties. The enthusiasm for aeronaut- 
ics gave the manufacturer a welcome 
opportunity of deluging the home and 
foreign market with appropriate ar- 
ticles.” 

Formerly devoted chiefly to mak- 
ing indoor toys, the German manu- 
facturers, our Consul goes on to state, 
have found that. the “outdoor” toy fs 
ow most welcome, with flying ma- 
hines in the lead. This, however,

If this movement turns back|to the 
Atlantic coast for the first time in 
the history of the United States, 
many will find it hard to believe and 
to understand. But the statistical 
history of the United States for the 
past hundred years and the past ten 
makes it easy to understand now that 
the result will be decided between 
the birth rate in the United States 
and the increasing rate of immigra- 
tion. from Kurope. The last 10 years 
are in many ways the most extraor- 
dinary in american history. and the 
census of 1910 may be full of extraor- 
dipary surprises. 

It 1s certain that the immigration 
of the last 10 yeafs has been enor- 
mously greater than in any previous 
10-yéars and that a comparatively 
small area of the Atlantic coast has 
kept most of it. In a narrow strip 
along the atlantic coast and a still 
narrower strip along the Great Lakes, 
immigration seems to have congested 
since 1900 as it never. did before.

S the bells in the tower of Gethsemane Ab- 
bey chimed 12-o’clock the great gate of the 
monastery swung open and Count Edward 

de Bourbon, a descendant of the old royal house 
of France; Baron de Saumur, a Belgian noble- 
man, and Oscar Bachstetz, a former private in 


the United States Army, strode cut in single f'le. 
They were dressed in moniish garb, their heads 
govered with huge broad-brimmed. hats. Over 
their shoulders were long-biaded scythes that 
flashed as the sunlight struck the stéel.

Trappists Attempted 
Colony Near St. Louis 
M ANY years before Gethsemane 


Abbey was founded at Bards- 
town, Ky., as here described, 
Trappist monks came to the vicinity 
of St. Louis with the inteution of es- 
tablishing a branch of their order. 

It was in this manner that the fa- 
mous Monk’s Mound, near East St. 
Louis, in Illinois, received its name. 

Had the monks*béen able to carry 
out their design an abbey similar to 
that at Bardstown would have been 
established, and probably the Bards- 
town abbey would never have come 
into existence. 

Various things interfered with the 
Trappist plans at Monk’s Mound. One 
of the most serious was the preva. 
lence of malaria and the generally 
unhealthful conditions in the vicinity 
at that time. A large number of the 
monks died. 

Religious opposition also sprang up, 
Protestants fearing Catholic ‘‘domina- 
tion.’” An attempt was made by the 

‘leader of the order, who journeyed to 
Washington for that purpose, to se- 
cure Government grants of land 
around Mcnk’s Mound. but’ without 
<1ecess. The monks came in 1808 and 
stayed three or four years, then the 
remnant of the band went back to 
Fraice. 6

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-HE transition of the lowly mussel from its 
oozy home in the mud bed of the Illinois 
River to milady’s wearing ap in the 

form of pearl buttons, puts $3,000,000 in circula- 
tidn in Illinois each yéar and giyes employment 
to 5000 persons. Not all of this money comes 
from the sale of shells, however. Pearls, some 
of large size and great beauty, occasionally re- 
‘ward the mussel hunter and ,he is paid as much 
for a'lucky “strike” in some instances as several 
months’ “catch” of shells. 

While the profits from the sale of the shells to 
the button factories are fairly remunerative, yet 
the number engaged in Illinois’ most unique in- 
dustry would be vastly diminished if it was not 
for the lure of the pearl, the peennial hope that 
& run of luck will place within the grasp of the 
river water delver a string of beauties worth the 
traditional “king's ransom.” 

While many «of the fishermen noisily proclaim 
their success when they find a valuable pearl, 
many others pi udently say nothing and dispose 
of their prize without notoriety. That probably 
$2,090,000 at least is paid for pearls in Ilinois 

ch year jis evidenced by a statement by Louis 

lison, who is a piofessional buyer representing 
a Paris, France, firm of jewelers. He says that 
he will pay out from $200,000 to $400,000 each 
season for fresh water pearls in Illinois. There 
are probably five other buyers whose dealin ys are 

as extensive, who patrol the Illinois Riv vis- 
iting the camps of the mussel see'ers at inter- 
“als, and exchanging coin for the ‘glistening 
iobules.. If if was possible to establish as strict

jt a government “Rurbank” of. the concho- 
ogical world has discovered a nrethod ‘of breed- 

‘g clams of.a vastly superior kind to those now 

the market, producing his wonders of the bi- 

‘a world, at an Eastern hatchery. “‘Wizards” 

» introduced improved race horses, big pota- 
and blue roses by scientific breeding, and 
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now it is proposed to raise clams for the stock- 
ing- of the inland waters of the United States, 
that will produce more buttons to a given amount 
of shell than those, now indigenous to the West- 
ern wafers. Button makers will welcome a clam 
with a shell that is thick enough throughdut to 
convert all into buttons without any considerable 
residue. 

Harvey Freelan, a Bloomington youth, now in 
the employ of the scientific| division of the Gov- 
ernment Bureau of Fisheries, has been engaged 
for some time in exploring} the bed of the Illi- 
nois River collecting mussel specimens and study- 
ing the formation of their beds, character of food 
supply and/other conditions affecting mussel life. 
He has procured much valuable data which will 
be utilized in carrying out| a proposed scheme 
of conservation. Although mussels have existed 
in some form or another from the earliest peri- 
ods; but little of a pructical nature is known 
about them. The Illinois Rivér is, or was, partic- 
ularly rich in its mussel beds, but the enormous 
catch by the men with the hooks in the last five 
years has reduced the supply apprecjably. and 
umMess the Legislature or the Governnient takes 
some action to restrict the removal, the humble 
bivalve may cease to exist. Th Dlinois River 
bed furnishes an ideal home for the fresh-water 
clam, due to the combination of mud and sand, 
and; in addition, there is an unusual quantity of 
the foodstuff on the bottom of the stream which 
appeals to the mollusk. 

Contrary to the popular impression, mussels 


are taken with a hook, but, unlike the quest for 


fish, no bait is used. Taking advantage of a 
well- known attribute of the mussel to close ite 
shell over any object which goes between, the 
mussel seekers drag a series of hoo's, dangling 
from a:long pole or pipe, along the bed of. the 
river. As the mussels with open shells note the 
touch of the hook, the two shells are clamped 
upon the hook like a vise and the foolish bivalve 
is hauled to the surface and his doon) by the same 
metion., 

Comuion flat boats‘or barges are used in the 
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work. About one hundred hooks are attached ta 
each bar. 
tion of the hooks and they are connected with 
the bar by a s:oui cord. When the mussel seeker 
is ready for his day’s work, he sets out ‘n his 
boat and rows to the section of the river thought 
favorable to a large caich. In addition to the bar 
of hooks, he takes along a “mule,” not tne four- 
legged beast of burden, but a curious contrivance 
of canvas or sail cloth about three feet wide and 
five feet in length and wiich is attached to strips 
of board of the same dimensions. This frame is 
thrown into the water and guides the boat as it 
drifts downstream with the current, holding the 
boat squarely in its course and producing an un- 
dulating motion which is carried on to the hooks 
and aids in the catch. When the fisherman 
thinks that he has a catch of sufficient extent, he 
hauls in the hooks and drops another bar sim- 
ilarly sapplied, repeating this process until his 
day’s labor is ended. The mussel is always found 
with its: head upstream and the shell partly open 
while feeding. 

When the barge reaches the-camp, the next pro- 
cess is introduced. The mussels are dumped into 
a huge vat of boiling water and the meat cooked. 
The shells open and the contents are easily re- 
moved. The meat is used for fertilizing pur- 
poses, and while being taken out with sharp 
knives, a watchful eye is kept for pearls. The 
pearls are found in the “wing” of the clam only, 
laying close to the lips of the shells. The “slugs” 
or “spikes,” a rough, pearly formation, are found 
in the head of the mussel, or thickest part. The 
latter are not nearly as valuable as the real pearl. 

When the shells have dried, they are ready to 
be sold. Buyers representing the various button 
factories visit thé mps at frequent intervals 
and contract for the product at the current mar- 
ket price. The shells are thén loaded into box- 
cars or river barges and sent to the button fac- 
tories which dot the Illinois River. Experienced 
hands sort out the shells, those of the largest size 
and smoothest glaze being shippel to Enrose, 
where the finer grades of buttous are manufac-

bas prospered with the .ctivity among the mussel 
seekers, and the factories of L[llinois produced 
many millions of buttons. Missouri now boasts of 
five factories, which, according to statistics com- 
piled. by Commissioner J. A. Hiller, turned out 
149,815,728 buttons and blanks, valued at $267,794. 
Iowa claims to lead the United States in button 
making, the city of Muscatine alone possessing 13 
factories. About 250 men and 750 girls find em- 
ployment in the Muscatine button factories and 
about 900 tons of shells are annually consumed by 
these plants. The waste sections of the shells 
aie ground into powder and sold to poultry fgn- 
ciers for feed. 

The button factories contain intricate machines. 
The buttons created from mussel shells, constitute 
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tured and where the art and machinery has be- 
come more highly developed. 

Only the cheaper grades of buttons are manufac- 
tured in this country. From $8 to $20 per ton is 
paid-for the shells. The highest grade is known 
as the “sand mussel.” An industrious seeker of 
the mussels can clear up from $2.00 to $4 per day 
from the shells alone, and regards the finding 
of a pear] as a welcome addition. ' 

Not satisfied with the ordinary method of col- 
lecting the mussels, John Lannart conceived the 
idea of descending to the bed of the fiver at its 
deepest channel, in a diving suit collecting the 
mussels by means of a rake. He bas been ‘high- 
ly successful in this scheme and his catch has 
been large. He will probably have few rivals, as 
not many of the muss2! seekers van affo" a div- 
ing outfit. 

The next stage of the mussei is als 
the button factory.

line. The machines used operate tubular saws, 
which speedily reduce the shell to circular discs. 
These go to a lathe, which smooths the rough 
edges and polishes the upper surface. By another 
process the. holes are drilled and “rymered,” 
smoothing the edges so that the thread used to 
attach the button to garments is nét cut. When 
the button has been declared finished it is at- 
tached by machinery to cards and the requisite 
number of cards, usually a gross of buttons, are 
roeieghe a box and shipped to the wholesale 
irms.

from the oozy bed of the Illinois River. 

Some claim pearls are formed from parasites 
living in the shell. They-are classed in the spe- 
cies known as distoneids, producing. cysts, around 
which the mussel throws a lime which eventually 
becomes a pearl. The irregularly formed pearis 
are known as “baroques” and are credited to 
larvae which penetrate the back of the mussel. 
The adult of this larvae lives in the muskrat and 
the adult worms, dropping from these animals, - 
reach the water and enter the mussel. The iri- 
tation they produce results in a cipious secretion 
of lime, which, being deposited in concentric | 
ers, in the course of time produces a pearl. 
secretton is purely mechanical and forms upon 
any foreign substance which enters the shell and 
lodges in such.a way as to produce irritation. 

It is a fine art to accurately place a value upon 
a pearl. Fresh-water pearls are known by several 
names, the different formations being .classified 
by groups. The common variety is known as
